Note: We are a little doubtful re- 


garding this man's place ou the 
family tree. 
At the present time 


we arc unable to make any definite 
statement regarding him. 


3. "In memory of/Hannah/wife of 


William Godfrey/who departed this 
life/June 9, 1819/Aged 77 years 9 
months/? and 3 days./" 


Note: It would seem-from the in- 


scription on this woman's stone that 
she was the wife of William God- 
frey, but when'you consider her age 
and the date of her death this would 
appear to be almost' impossible. If 
she was married to either of the 
William Godfreys mentioned above, 
she was much older than her hus- 
band, or else the data given on the 
marker is incorrect. 
We have no 


way of knowing the correct answer. 


4. "Stephen Foulk/son of Thomas 


and Mary Godfrey/Died June 17, 


Note: This evidently was a son of 


Thomas Godfrey, soldier of the revo- 
lution, and his wife, Mary Godfrey. 


5. "Hannah 
Stoncr/daughtcr of 


Thomas and Mary Godfrey/Died 
July 15, 1813/Aged 37 years./"

frey, soldier of the Revolution, and 
his wife, Mary Godfrey. 


A LTHOUGH at the present time 
*"*• the grave of Thomas Godfrey's 
wife is unmarked it is highly pos- 
sible that she ib buried beside her 
husband, and Unit the marker at 
her grave lias simply gone the way 
of many other tombstones, in other 
words it lias disappeared. 
We do 


know, however, that her name was 
"Mary" and we have reason to be- 
lieve . lhal before her marriage to 
Thomas Godfrey she was "Mary 
Stoncr" or "Mary Foulk." 
Both 


arc old family names in this, sec- 
tion and both arc listed as members 
of the Christ church parish in the 
church records. 


At this time we wish to correct 


a mistake in our column for May 
4, 1940. In giving the inscription 
from the stone marking the grave 


of Revolutionary 
Soldier Thomas 


Godfrey we gave his age incorrectly. 
The Inscription should read as fol- 
lows: . 


"In memory of/Thomas Godfrey/

Since Thomas Godfrey was only 


sixty-two years old at,'the time of 
Ills > death in 1831 it would have 
been impossible for him to have 
taken part in the French- and In- 
dian war • as we incorrectly. stated 
in the column previously mentioned. 
It 'is possible, however, that the 
Thomas Godfrey listed in the Penn- 
sylvania Archives as having taken 
part in the French and Indian war 
was the father'of our Thomas God- 
frey, and that he is-buried in this 
cemetery in the Godfrey plot in an 
unmarked grave. Due to the great 
age of tills graveyard, it is entirely 
possible that countless • numbers of 
people are buried here in unmarked 
graves, and since we have no proof 
to the contrary, wo will assume that 
Thomas Godfrey, the elder, is burled 
here with his son. If any of our 
readers can add anything to this far 
from complete sketcli of the Godfrey 
family
